The sole morass Is the disinformation in which you did not have to mire. The actual 
evidence is dear beyond equivocation deppite the enormous effort to kake it equivocal.

“here it is material it is in no case because the Commission was deceived or had 
evidence hidden from it. 

Last October I offered what I was about to publish to Senator Schmeiker. I showed 
him 3 one samples of it.
